and th e ice box w ell stocked 
w ith all sorts of good things. 
We liked Palm Springs

From m y pulpit I see the cross­ 
section of the United States.

I look a geological census last 
February and found there w ere 
present in the audience, people 
from 15 different states.

Out of the hubbub over America’s two T hanks­ 
giving Days for 1939 has come spontaneous pub­ 
licity for the spirit of Democracy that should prove 
a tonic to all men in the world who believe in indi­ 
vidual freedom of action and speech. Most of the 
news is humor typically American. With its tongue 
in 
its cheek, the 
town of Plymouth, 
where 
the first Thanksgiving Day was held, invited 
President Roosevelt to be its guest at dinner No­ 
vember 30. And with his tongue in his cheek, the 
President, who has proclaimed November 23 for 
the Day, politely sent his “regrets” because he has 
“a previous engagem ent”! 
The 48 States are 
evenly divided. 
Twenty-three, including Califor­ 
nia, have adopted the earlier date. 
Twenty-three 
have decided on the traditional last Thursday. 1 he 
remaining two, Texas and Colorado, have accepted 
both dates. 
Such a coincidence of exactly even 
division m akes one suspect th a t all the governors 
got together to have som e fun. And only chuckles 
were evoked by the widely-printed gag: 
“Thirty days h a th September, 
April, June and November; 
All the rest have thirty-one— 
Until we hear from W ashington!” 


Lucky America! T he tolerance, the independ­ 
ence, the mutual good-will behind such humor be­ 
speaks the solid, enduring values of the American 
way of life more eloquently than a library of 
learned exposition. 
Mr. Roosevelt would not be 
far amiss if, a t the last moment, he proclaimed 
both days as official in W ashington’s eyes. 
This 
country has reason to be thankful enough to fill 
two days of celebration!

w o rst provisions in o u r law s. 
And th e re is a great doubt as 
to w h e th er th e in itia tiv e sh o u ld be in o u r law s in any form . 
W hat good is rep re sen tativ e g o vernm ent, w ith 120 rep re sen ­ 
tativ es a t S acram ento in th e legislature, if th e people have 
th e rig h t to force an issue u p o n a slate? 
T he intent of th e 
in itiativ e w as good; its o p eratio n sm ells io High heaven. Each 
election th e people of C alifornia m u st stru g g le through a 
tid al w ave of in itiativ es on th e ballot, each covering a su b ­ 
ject w holly w ith in th e sphere of the leg isla tu re to decide. 
L et us now, b efo re the m em ory of th is special election 
dim s, sta rt the m o v em en t w ith our leg islato rs to have som e 
change in th is in itia tiv e m ach in ery . 
It is p robable an o u t­ 
right rep eal m ove w ould ra ise the ch arg e of ' taking aw ay 
the people's rights," w hich, o f course, w o u ld be so m uch 
"baloney". 
B ut if persons w ish in g to su p p o rt an in itiativ e 
m easu re w ould b e com pelled to go to an announced place 
and th e re sign th e petitions, m u ch of th e evil of this system 
w ould be elim inated.

fornia. 
T h ere m ust be a change in this p rovision of C alifornia 
law . 
If w e are to h av e g overnm ent by in itiativ e, let's abolish 
the leg islatu re an d everybody w rite th e law s. 
If w e a re to 
have re p re sen tativ e governm ent, let's leav e th e w ork of m ak ­ 
ing law s to th e legislature, w ith ihe rig h t of referen d u m to 
the people. B oth system s cannot live am icably u n d e r one roof. 


T H A T C R A Z Y MOON! 


Dr. Will Durant, erudite author-philosoplier, 
this week unburdened himself of a gloomy predic­ 
tion th at progress is killing romance. 
Quote he: 
“With industrialization of society, the family is no 
longer a unit of economic production. 
The wife is 
no longer a useful partner. 
She is virtually a lux­ 
ury.” 
With the passing of the era wherein m ost 
wives spun and wove their own cloth, hand- 
churned their own butter, and all that, the good 
Dr. D urant sees the decline of marriage along with 
the decline of economic necessity for a wife. 
T hat seems very logical (philosophers are al­ 
ways logical). 
But once a poet (poets are never 
logical) remarked that if he could write a nation’s 
songs he wouldn’t care who made its laws, cus­ 
toms or conditions. 
And, while Dr. D urant was 
issuing his profound statem ent, a late song hit 
was, so to speak, drowning him out. 
It was en­ 
titled “ Oh, You Crazy Moon!” The song w riter’s 
idea is th a t young people just fall in love, and are 
“crazy” about one another, and are deliriously 
happy, and don’t know why—and just blame it on 
the moon. 
T here’s no logic in that. 
Yet the ages 
bear out the song writer. 
Philosophers come and 
philosophers go, while—as all poets and young 
lovers know —th at crazy moon goes on forever. 
Why? 
Only the little guy with the bow and arrow 
knows, and he’ll never explain it— because he 
isn’t a logical philosopher. He’s a song writer, too!

Lions Club Speaker 
Tells About 
Mormon Pioneers 


Choosing as his subject "T h e 
March of the Mormon Battalion,” 
District Attorney Jerome Kavan 
augh of San Bernardino county 
traced the historical movements 
West of the 
Church 
of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints in his 
talk before the 
Palm 
Springs 
Lions Club at The Desert Inn on 
Thursday noon. 
The speaker started out by ex­ 
plaining that he was not inter­ 
ested in the Mormbn religion but 
wished to discuss only their pio­ 
neering. He stated that all Cali­ 
fornians know of the pioneering 
here of the Mexicans, Forty- 
Niners and others, but that 
an 
equally courageous group were 
the Mormons. 
The district attorney traced the 
movements of the Mormons from 
the birth in 1805 of Joseph Smith, 
founder of the religion, down to 
the time Mormon pioneers found­ 
ed the town of San Bernardino. 
He told of the Mormon Batal- 
lion, a band of 500 Mormons who 
joined the U. S. Army to come to 
California in 1846 to fight 
t h e 
Mexicans, passing through the 
San Bernardino Valley. 
He ex­ 
plained how in 
1851 Brigham 
Young sent two of his churchmen 
to California to buy the San Ber­ 
nardino valley and how Mormons 
then laid out the city just as they 
had planned Salt Lake City. Lat­ 
er the Mormons were called back 
to Salt Lake. 
At one time t h e 
streets of San Bernardino all bore 
Mormon names. 
Vice-president Merrill Crock­
